Tk Outerboridge Crossing was named in honor of 
Eugenius H. Outerboridge, first Chairman of the Port 
Authority. It links the Tottenville section of Staten 
Island, New York with Perth Amboy, New Jersey 
and the Jersey Shore. It clears the channel of the 
Arthur Kill 6y 135 feet, giving large merchant ships 
convenient, unobstructed access to this important 
industrial waterway. The Outeroridge Crossing and 
the Goethals Bridge, which are similar in design, 
were the first facilities constructed by the Port 
Authority.
